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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Weston : 

The  ideals  of  democratic  government  and  demo- 
cratic education  were  planted  simultaneously  in  our 
country.  The  fathers  rightly  believed  that  only  a 
people  trained  with  vision  of  pubHc  needs  and  duties 
could  develop  and  maintain  the  institution  of  popular 
government. 

''Without  vision  the  people  perish."  Without  edu- 
cation there  can  be  Httle  vision.  Of  education  it  may 
be  said,  "It  is  twice  blest,  it  blesseth  him  that  gives, 
and  him  that  takes."  Our  really  great  teachers  realize 
this  truth  and  go  about  their  daily  tasks  with  a  happi- 
ness which  money  alone  cannot  give  them. 

The  development  of  a  more  satisfactory  country 
life  in  the  United  States  is  not  entirely  dependent  upon 
the  securing  of  better  prices  for  farm  products.  It  is 
fallacy  to  assume  that  if  we  show  the  farmer  how  to 
make  more  money  a  better  rural  civilization  will 
naturally  follow.  The  writer  knows,  and  doubtless  tJic 
reader  does  also,  of  communities  where  the  famicrs  ar 
prosperous  so  far  as  the  ever  increasing  bank  account 
is  a  barometer.  But  there  is  a  poverty  of  social  life, 
with  poor  roads,  a  decadent  school  and  a  dead  churcii. 

One  of  our  biggest  problems  is  to  get  and  retaiii 
strong  teachers  fully  prepared  for  educational  leader- 
ship. We  cannot  depend  upon  the  large  towns  and 
cities  for  the  supply  of  successful  teachers  for  ou  • 
rural  schools.  We  must  train  and  educate  those  among 
us  for  this  leadership. 

The  movement,  or  campaign  fostered  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  improvement  of  rural 
schools  has  been  gaining  headway'.  However,  where 
the  buildings  and  equipment  are  so  very  poor  mucli  is 
needed  before  the  schools  can  be  standardized. 
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The  four  schools  of  Weston,  are  being  taught  by 
four  very  efficient  teachers,  each  holding  a  State  Cer- 
tificate. The  town  receives  twelve  dollars  a  week  from 
the  certificates.  You  should  visit  your  schools  and  see 
for  yourself  the  results  that  are  obtained  by  trained 
teachers.  We  should  continue  to  maintain  our  high 
standard. 

There  are  60  pupils  enrolled  in  the  four  schools. 
The  attendance  has  been  good,  with  the  exception  of 
absence  on  account  of  sickness  in  the  village  school. 

We  should  take  inventory,  and  plan  to  improve  sev- 
eral of  our  school  buildings  during  the  coming  year. 
The  rooms  are  badly  in  need  of  paint,  and  with  a  little 
extra  effort  the  Bennett  and  village  school-rooms  can 
be  standardized.  The  heating  and  lighting  arrange- 
ment in  the  Bennett  school-room  will  meet  the  require- 
ments as  they  are.  In  no  other  school-room  in  the  dis- 
trict can  one  find  the  uniform  heat  that  is  found  in  the 
Bennett  school-room.  Children  do  not  suffer  from  cold 
or  heat.  The  jacketed  stove,  if  properly  installed,  saves 
wood,  health  and  time  of  teacher. 

The  directors  have  co-operated  heartily  with  me  in 
the  buying  of  text-books  and  supplies.  We  hope  the 
results  will  please  you.  Constructive  criticism  is  al- 
ways appreciated.

,  7 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 
on  Mt.  Tabor  road  and  see  how  much  the  town  will 
appropriate  to  be  used  in  1923. 

8 —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  in  addition  to  that  now  required  by  law  to  take 
advantage  of  the  State  Laws  for  permanent  highways 
and  resurfacing  and  if  so  how  much. 

9 —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  in 
addition  to  that  required  by  law  to  make  additions  to 
the  Wilder  Memorial  Library. 

10 —  To  see  what  method  the  town  will  take  to  col- 
lect the  taxes. 

11 —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  Electric 
Street  Lights  and  how  much  will  be  voted  -for  this 
purpose. 

12 —  To  transact  any  other  business  necessary  and 
proper.
